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EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest using one of a 
plurality of different language models corresponding to a different type of voice channel 
for an environmental property, where the environmental property is a call-type identifier 
that indicates when a call is a landline type call, a mobile type call, and an IP telephony 
type call. It is known in the prior art to combine tone recognition with speech recognition 
for an interactive voice response (IVR) system. Generally, it is also known to 
compensate for channel conditions in speech recognition to improve performance of a 
speech recognizer. However, the prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably 
suggest changing a language model in accordance with specific call types, where the 
call types are each of a group of a landline type call, a mobile type call, and an IP 
telephony type call.
